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THE SABBATH 


A BLESSWG TO

[Concluded i'rom our last.} 


But there is another consideration of 


still weightier import, which I may not 
suppress : the Sabbath is the great means 
of perpetuating in the earth (he knowledge 
of true religion. Very few men, if any, 
are universal sceptics. 
All nations 


have some impressions of a religious 
sort, be they ever so erroneous. 
The 


moral and intellectual constitution of 
men in this matter, is very clearly dis- 
closed in the number and diversity of 
religions which find a place on earth. — 
To limit the prodigious increase of er- 
rors on a subject, so interesting' to man- 
kind, God early gave them the Sabbath 
as the means of perpetuating1 the true 
religion. Hence this day, wherever it 
Las been duly observed, has been the. 
great preservative against polytheism 
and idolatry. 
God said to the Israel- 


ites, "Surely my Sabbaths ye shall 
keep, for it is a sign between me and 
you, that ye may know that I am the 
Lord!1 The events which the Patriar- 
chal, the Jewish, and the Christian 
Sabbath commemorate, are, the origi- 
nal creation, the deliverance of the Is- 
raelites out of Egypt, and the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from the dead — e- 
vents v/hich have ever been considered 
characteristic of the true religion. 
If 


these three events can be established, 
the religion founded on them must be 
acknowledged to be of divine origin. — 
Now the observance of the Sabbath 
transmits these events down to the suc- 
cessive generations of men, as matters 
of incontrovertible reality ; so that the 
Sabbath is a tcsign" between God and 
man, recurring every week, and a sign 
of such singular significance, that the 
religion of which these events consti- 
tute so prominent a part, must be the 
true religion. You have seen coins, 
and pillars and monuments, and have 
observed holidays, which were une- 
quivocal demonstrations of the events 
they were designed to commemorate. — 
Of the same general nature is the Sab- 
bath. It is a public observance of mat- 
ters of fact, the reality of which could 
be easily ascertained, which was got up 
from the period in which the facts 
themselves took place; and, as such, 
has come down through successive cen- 
turies to the present hour. 
We should 


have known nothing of the Sabbath, but 
for the events themselves which this 
day commemorates. 
When we speak 


of the Sabbath, we at once recur to the 
reasons of its institution. 
When our 


children witness the observance of this 
day, and inquire why one day in seven 
Is set apart from a secular to a religious 
purpose, we are at once led to a disclo- 
sure of the events of which this day is 
the memorial ;and when their children, 
and their children's children, find them- 
selves the possessors of such an obser- 
vance, they will also be possessed of the 
events which the observance commemo- 
rates,and, in these, possess an epitome of 
theevidences in favor of the truereligion. 


Wherever the Sabbath exists, there- 


fore, and is observed, there exists the 
knowledge of the one God, and the one 
Mediator. 
To this it is in a great mea- 


sure owing, that the knowledge of the 
true religion has been, and is still pre- 
served in the world. If you find a spot 
so abandoned as to be a stranger to the 
Sabbath, there, you may rest assured, 
is no knowledge of the true God.— 
France, in the age of her great moral, 
as well as political revolution, abolished 
the Sabbath, and with it abolished her 
religion, declared that there was no God 
but reason, and no hereafter except the 
grave. The same result will- follow the 
same premises, wherever the experi- 
ment shall be made. The nation that 
disowns the Sabbath, is necessarily a 
iiation of infidels and atheists. 
You 


may look where you will, either among 
individuals, families, or communities, 
and if the Sabbaih is a desolation, there 
you win fr.id a gradual and certain do- 
cay from true religion to infidelity and 
paganism. Let ihe Sabbath be forgot- 
ten for half a century in our own favor- 
ed land, and in vain might you look 
for a single Christian temple through- 
out this western hemisphere. There 
are towns and villages on this continent 
where, for half a century, the Sabbaih 
has been neglected and despised ; and 
If you will visit them, you -will sec that 
you have no necessity of going to India, 
or the Southern Ocean, to ibid immor- 
tal beings who are ignorant of ihcir im- 
mortality, and men who rr,uvt soon ap- 
pear before God in judgment, who ha\ e 
seldom heard of God and his, Christ.— 
There is ju,st as much importance, 
therefore, attached to the observance 
of the Sabbath, as theie h :o the pre- 
servation of the true religion among 
men.

Not only does this clay perpetuate the 
knowledge of the true religion on the 
earth, but secures the existence of vi- 
tal religion in the hearts of men.

blessed of God, are all by his own ap- 
pointment brought into action on this 
holy day. 
But for the Sabbath, they 


would not be once thought of on other 
days; but for the Sitbbath, they woujcl 
soon be erased from the recollections of 
men, and blotted out from the record 
of human affairs. 
Is the soul enlight- 


ened, convinced of sin, humbled, re- 
newed, invigorated, comforted, assist- 
ed in its struggles with this conflicting 
world, brought forward on its spirit- 
ual pilgrimage, sanctified, prepared to 
triumph over death and the grave, made 
meet for heaven, clothed as an angel of 
light, and presetted before the throne of 
God without spot or wrinkle,or any such 
thing. 
All this light, and purity, and 


consolation, and honor, and glory, she 
owes, instrumental!)', to the Sabbath.— 
Is this the happy allotment of the 
church of God collectively ? Are such 
the possessions of the nations of the 
saved, composed as they are of a great 
multitude which no man can number, 
from every kindred, and tongue, and 
people ? With one voice must they as- 
cribe this inestimable inheritance to 
the influence of the Sabbath. 
Blot out 


the Sabbath, and you blot out the last 
beam of hope from the troubled and 
desponding heart. 
Blot out the Sab- 


bath, and no longer will the salutary 
lessons of the Bible lead ungodly men 
to repentance and salvation. 
No long- 


er will the silver clarion of the Gos- 
pel proclaim liberty to the captives, 
and the opening of death's prison doors 
to those that are bound. No longer 
will the voice of supplication ascend 
from this ruined world, to draw from 
heaven the blessing now so munin- 
cently imparted by the hearer of pray- 
er. 
No longer will the Spirit of truth 


and grace dwell among men, to dissi- 
pate their darkness, and communicate 
that influence which makes the desert 
like Eden, and the wilderness like the

It is the corner 


stone of that noble edifice of morals, 
liberty, and public weal, v/hich is the 
pride and exultation of every prosper- 
ous community.

rality cannot be maintained without 
ihe active impression of religious prin- 
ciple; and if neither can exist long 
where the Sabbath exerts none of its 
heaven-born influence; then is it not 
the truest policy of a State to enforce 
the observance of this day ? 
It is im-> 


possible human laws should bind men 
to be religious; and nothing would be 
more preposterous than to attempt it. 
You may bribe them to be hypocrites, 
but you cannot force them to be at 
heart the servants of God. 
But it is 


surely no impossible thing to suppress 
the open and intrepid violations of the 
Sabbath. I hear you say, It would be 
an infringement of the rights of con- 
science and personal liberty ! But do 
the rights of conscience and personal 
liberty consist-in allowing every man 
to do as he pleases, irrespective of what 
is right in itself and the best good oi 
the Slate? 
As well might you affirm 


it to be an infringement of the rights 
of conscience and personal Hhe.rty, to 
impose a legal restraint upon fraud and 
forgery. 
If you reply, Crimes of this 


sort are a violation of the divine law,and 
at war with the best interests of the 
community; I rejoin, so is the viola- 
tion of the Lord's day.

cha upon Sizipuli, of which our lasl ad 
vices contained the particulars, two 
unsuccessful sallies were made by the 
garrison ufGiur^evo on the corps of 
observation before that fortress.

The St. Petersburg Gazette contains 


an account of the Danube having been 
crossed on the 1 Hh of April by three 
detachments of Turks, who were repul- 
sed without loss from Zigaulel and Des- 
sa in lit tie Wallachia. 
Their attack on 


the village of Rasta was more serious 
They were repulsed with the bayonet, 
losing 41 killed and 22 taken prisoners. 


The London Morning Herald of the 


23tl of May publishes some extracts 
from a private letter from Semlin, re- 
ceived in Paris, which give a different 
appearance to the result of the recent 
encounters between the Turks and Rus- 
sians, from that published in the Ger- 
•man papers. 
In fact the very great dis- 


paritv between the loss of the Russians 
am! the Turk?, as stated in the Russian 
bulletins, is always calculated to excite 
suspicions of a great want of candor on 
the part of the Russians, to s^ive it the 
mildest term, or a most extraordinary 
run of good luck which protects the ar- 
my from the effects of steel and gun- 
powder. 
In the recent account of the 


affairs before Giurgevo, the Russians 
stated their loss to be something leas 
than one hundred and fifty men, after a 
most obstinate succession of bailies, 
some of which lasted more than four 
hours. According to the Semlin letier, 
the accounts published by the Russians 
relating to these very battles was the j 
reverse of truth, ihe victory remaining ' 
in every instance with their opponents, 
particularly on the I7lh March, on 
which occasion ihe Russians had 5,000 
wounded. Soon after this defeat, Count 
Diebilsch. whose sudden, rather unsea- 
sonable, and wholly unexpected indis- 
position we noticed, ordered the Rus- 
sian troops to take up more concentra- 
ted positions. These particulars, it is 
added, were published at Belgrade, by 
order of the Pacha, and communicated 
by him to the Austrian General at Pe- 
terworadin. 
Besides the authority al- 


ready mentioned, an indirect confirma- 
tion of the news is, in our opinion, con- 
lained in ihe inaction of the Russian 
army, and the sudden.illness of the Rus- 
sian Commander-in-Chief, 


Ths Emperor Nicholas, who is to be 


crowned King of Poland to day (says a 
London paper of the 23d) will afford ihe 
only instance of a'coronation which the 
Poles have seen for the lasl 70 years.— 
It is said that the crown which he will 
wear at the ceremony has cost 3,000,000 
of florins, or nearly ^300,000 sterling. 
It was necessary to incur this expense, 
as the crown which encircled the heads 
of the elective sovereigns of the Polish 
Commonwealth would not suit the Rus- 
sian autocrat, and besides had disap- 
peared amid the revolutions lo which 
Poland has been exposed. A story is 
told, in one of the French papers, of the 
old Polish diadems being still in exis- 
tence, having on the partition of ihe 
kingdom, been carried away, and hid 
bv two monks, who swore never i-y j-g.

danger of the practice ;_ having ddibe 
rately committed himself to act in COD 
sonance with that declared opinion 
how can he now be justified in violating1 


this solemn pledge, and in entailing 
upon his country a perilous precedent 
fraught with the corrupting tendency 
which he described ? 


It us vain to say that the Constitution, 


as ii now stands, does not forbid these 
appointments. It does not enjoin them. 
If the IT be an inherent defect in the the- 
oretical character of the instrument, 
President Jackson was bound to have 
redeemed his pledge and employed the 
whole influence and weight of his name, 
lo remedy the defect, in its practical 
operation. 
The Constitution admitted 


of the service of one man, in the Presi- 
dential office, during his life, if he rould 
secure successive elections. 
That 


great reformer, as President Jackson 
describes him, whom he professes to 
imitate, did not wait for an amendment 
of the Constitution to correct that de- 
fect; but, after the example of the Fa- 
ther of his Country, by declining lo 
serve longer than two terms,established 
a practical principle, which is not like- 
ly to be violated. 


There was another class of citizens 


upon whom public offices have been 
showered in the greatest profusion. I 
do not know the number of editors of 
newspapers that have been recently ap- 
pointed, but I have noticed, in the pub- 
lic prints, some fifteen or twenty. And 
they were generally of those whose pa- 
pers had manifested the greatest activ- 
ity in the late canvass, the most vulgar 
abuse of opponents, and the most ful- 
some praise of their favorite candidate. 
Editors are as much entitled to be ap-; 
pointed as any other class of the com- 
m u n i t y ; but, if the number and the 
quality of those promoted be such as to 
render palpable the motive of their ap- 
pointment-, if they are preferred, not on 
account of their fair pretensions, and 
their ability and capacity to serve the 
public, but because of their devotion to 
a particular individual, I ask if the ne- 
cessary consequence must not be to 
render the pre»s venal, and in time to 
destroy this hitherto justly cherished 
Palladium of our Liberty. 


If the principle£>\ ail these appoint- 


ments— this monopoly of public trusts 
by members of Congress and parlizan 
Editors—be exceptionable(and I would 
not have alluded lo them but from my 
deliberate conviction that they are es- 
sentially vicious) their effects are truly 
alarming. 
I will not impute to Presi- 


dent Jackson any design to subvert our 
liberties. 
I hope and believe that he 


does not now entertain any such design. 
But I must say, that if an ambitious 
President sought the overthrow of ihe 
government, and ultimately to estab- 
lish a different form, he would, at the 
commencement of his administration, 
proclaim, by his official acts, that the 
greatest public virtue was ardent devo- 
tion to him. 
That no matter what had 


been the character, the services or the 
sacrifices of incumbents or applicants 
for office, what their experience or abil - 
ity to serve the republic, if they did not 
bow down and worship him, they pos- 
sessed no claim to his patronage.— 
Such an ambitious President would 
say, as monarchs have said, "I am the 
state." He would dismiss all from 
public employment who did not belong 
to the true faith. 
He would stamp up- 


on the whole official corps of Govern- 
ment one homogeneous character, and 
infuse into it one uniform principle of 
action. He would scatter, vviih an o- 
pen and liberal hand, offices among the 
Members of Congress, giving the best 
to those who had spoken and written 
and franked most in his behalf. lie 
would subsidize the press. It would 
be his earnest and constant aim to se- 
cure ihe luo greatest engines of opera- 
tion upon public opinion, Congress and 
the press. He would promulgate a 
penaS code, the rewards and punish- 
ments of which would be distributed 
and regulated exclusively by devotion 
<ff opijObiu<;s: to i'im. 
\nd when all 


this powerful machinery was put in i 
motion, if he did not .succeed in sub- 
verting the liberties of his counlry, and i 
in establishing himself upon ihe throne,; 
it would be because some new means ' 
or principle of resistance had been dis- 
covered which was unknown in oth.tr : 
limes or to other Republics. 
: 


But if an administration, conducted 


in the manner justs>upposed,<Hd not aim 
at the de&truciioH of public liberty, i; 
would engender e-uls of a magnitude so 
great as gradually to alknait- the affec- 
tions of the people from their govern- 
ment, and finally to lead tons01 enhrow. 
According to the principle now avowed 
and practised, al] offices vacant and fil- 
led, within the compass of ihe Execu- 
tive power, are lo be alJoited among 
the partisans of the successful candi- 
date. The people and the service of 


perpetual lh<-;Ure fur political gladia- 
tors. There would be one universal 
scramble for the public offices. 
The 


termination of one Presidential contest 
would be only the signal for the com- 
mencement of another. And on the 
conclusion of each, we should behold 
the victor distributing the prizes and 
applying his punishments, like a mili- 
tary commander, immediately aftc'r he 
had won a great victory. 
Congress 


corrupted, and the press corrupted, 
general corruption would ensue, until 
the substance of free government hav- 
ing disappeared, some Pretoria1'! band 
would arise, and, with the general con- 
currence of a distracted people, put an 
end to useless forms.

When the gigantic scheme of canals 


and rail roacls was lirst projected, we 
ventured, with all due humility, to sug- 
gest the propriety of providing means 
for its accomplishment. The sugges- 
tion was, however, scouted at by a cer- 
tain class of politicians. "If the means 
were to be first provided, the work 
would never be accomplished. 
We 


must begin the work, the resources of 
the state would be amply sufficient to 
finish it.'' 
Kvery person who could 


not see the wisdom of this policy, was 
in clanger of being proscribed as a se- 
cret enemy to internal improvements. 


As the work was begun, so it has 


been carried on. 
The class of politi- 


cians above alluded to, have had their 
'ull swing for two years and a half or 
three years. 
The crisis has occurred 


sooner than was perhaps expected ; but 
since it was from the nature of things 
unavoidable, ils early occurrence is not 
perhaps to be regretted. It will con- 
vince the people of the necessity of cal- 
ling in the aid of men of sober judg- 
ment.

have not approved of the schemes and 
management to which we now allude,but 
opposed them in the bud ; such refrac- 
toriness, however,was obliged to yield'to 
the terrors of that proscription,to which 
lhe Philadelphia Gazelle so justly ad- 
verts. 
But we have not space lo dwell 


upon ibis part of the Internal Improve- 
ment subject.—The bill authorising a 
loan of 2,200,000 dollars was within an 
ace of being rejected by the last Legis- 
lature, and -was only saved by the argu- 
ment—"Give us the law and we will get 
the money." Had there been the least 
suspicion that the loan could not he 
made at five per cent, it would undoubt- 
edly have been negatived. 


As matters now sland, lhe Slate is 


indebted some 6 or 800,000 dollars, 
which is to be reimbursed out of the 
2,200,000 dollars loan, at a near date.

lic prints evidence of great and deep- 
ening depression of the Manufacturing 
interest in the Eastern States, and es- 
pecially in Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts.

tress for money, such a loss of confi- 
dence between man and man, caused by 
recent failures, has neu'r been known 
before in that part of the counlry, 
though something like it has in former 
limes been experienced nearer home.— 
One cannot read the following extract 
from a Providence paper,withoul reuli- 
xing, and being seriously affected ui ihe 
misfortune which has befallen the in- 
dustrious and enterprising People in 
and around that place : 


Embarrassments.- 
The 
embarrass- 


ments which have been realized in this 
immediale neighborhood, for the last 
ten clays, have had no parallel in the 
hisiory of lhe Republic. Men of repu- 
ted capital, and who have withstood 
the shock of former changes and limes; 
men, who for lhe lasl forty years have 
stood firm, erect, and undismayed, be- 
fore the tempest of the times that have 
assailed them, are now loitering on the 
verge of bankruptcy and ruin. 
Their 


fall bears excessively henvy on the poor 
and laboring classes, who, by lhe way, 
are in reality the principal sufferers.— 
Deprived of employment,destitute, and 
friendless, they are thrown upon ihe 
world, and know not how to obtain a 
livelihood. 
Wilhin the last ten days, 


within the circle often adjacent miles, 
upwards of twenty five hundred People 
have been suddenly and unexpectedly 
thrown out of employment, and the dis- 
tress that such an event has produced, 
can be far belter imagined than de-scri- 
bed. 


The Columbian Telescope, a South 


Carolina paper, violently opposed to 
the Tariff, and disposed to go all 
lengths, even to a separation of the 
Stales, to put it down, says :

LATE & INTERESTING FROM 


LIBERIA. 
NORFOLK, (Vir.) June 19. 


We have conversed with Capt. John- 


son, of the ship Harriet, of Bath, an- 
chored in Hampton Roads, after a pas- 
sage of 43 days from Liberia. 
It will 


be recollected that the Harriet is the 
vessel thai conveyed lhe lasl emigrants 
(163 in number) from ibis port to lhe 
African Colony—sailed on lhe 9th 
February last. 
He slates, that with 


the exception of some sea sickness, 
they continued beallhy during lhe voy- 
age, and were all landed in good condi- 
tion, but that a long spell of dry weuih- 
er,of tworuonlhsconiinuance, affecting 
severely th«* health of many of the old 
residents, had subjected them all, with 
very lev,- exceptions, to the fever of the 
coast: ! 2 to 15 had died, bul the others 
were rapk'lly convalescent, and seemed 
satisfied with then new abode.

red to the latter city, and the principal 
operations would be directed towards 
the Balkan Shumla, either with the ob- 
ject of attacking the Turkish army in 
front, or turning its position by a move- 
ment towards Bourgas. 
If this line 


of Turkish operations were forced, the 
tactician of the ministerial journal then 
calculates lhat the Russians would 
spread themselves into the province 
south of the Balkan, and occupy a trian- 
gular theatre of combat, including no 
other fortresses than those of Tartar 
Bazardjick. Adrianople and the capital 
of the empire. 


This theory accords, in the general, 


with what is known of the operations 
of the Russian army since the cam- 
paign commenced.
